To Seek Relief In Normal Living

CLEVELAND (UPI» — Relief 
—that was the feeling ex­ 
pressed by the eight former 
Ohio National Guardsmen pro­ 
nounced innocent in the 1970' 
Kent State University shootings 
Friday by Chief U.S. District 
Judge Frank J. Battisti. Most 
said they just wanted to begin 
leading normal lives again. 
“It feels like your team just 
won the state football cham­ 
pionship on a 94-yard run in the 
last minute,” said William 
Perkins, who with four other 
defendants faced a maximum 
sentence of life imprisonment if 
convicted. 
“It was a terrible tragedy, 
and we’re all sorry it had to 
happen. But yes, I do believe 
we’ll be able to live normally 
again. 
"On behalf of all of us, I 
want to thank the people of 
America for their support. 
We’ve had cards, messages, 
some of them have even given 
money.” 
The eight were indicted by a 
federal grand jury March 29 
after about three and one-half 
months of deliberations. They 
were charged with depriving 
the four dead students and the 
nine wounded of their civil 
rights. 
Three weeks ago their trial 
began, and Robert Murphy, 
chief of the Justice Depart­ 
m ent’s

team , 
brought 32 witnesses to the 
stand —including the nine

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Bainbridge Expected To Be 
Named Indiana House Speaker

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) 
- 
Rep. Phillip E. Bainbridge, D- 
Highland, was expected to be 
named this afternoon as speak­ 
er of the Indiana House,, 
Bainbridge,, who has been 
minority leader the past two 
years, was expected to take 
over the speaker’s job at a 
reorganizational meeting of 
House Democrats, who now are 
the majority party in that 
chamber. 
Contests were brewing for 
both majority floor leader and 
majority caucus chairman 
among the Democratic re­ 
presentatives who swept to 
power in Tuesday’s election 
from a minority position they 
had held since 1965. In the 1973- 
74 Legislature, the Democrats 
had only 27 members to 73 for 
the Republicans. 
But the unofficial listing of 
1975-76 House members pre­ 
pared by the Indiana Legisla­ 
tive Council, lists 56 Democrats 
certain of their seats with a, 
possibility of 57, leaving the 
newly minority Republicans 
with 44 or 43 members. In the 
Senate, 
the GOP retained 
control by a lessened number 
with 27 Republicans and 23 
Democrats, compared to a 30-20 
ratio in 1973-74. 
Bainbridge was unopposed for 
House Speaker on the reorgani­ 
zation eve, a post, held in the 
1973-74 session by Rep. Kermit 
O. Burrous, R-Peru. who is 
expected to be elected minority 
leader at the Nov. 15 reorgani­ 
zation of House Republicans. 
The post of speaker often is 
described as the second most 
powerful one in state govern­ 
ment, next to that of governor 
since the speaker has virtual 
control of all legislation that 
could pass or be killed...

Good Camp Cook Valuable Asset 
To Any Fishing Or Hunting Trip

The 
camp cook who is a magician 
over the stove can often turn 
even 
the 
most 
miserable 
wilderness outings into memor­ 
able occassions. 
A steady diet of beans and 
bacon could make even the 
most ardent hunter or fisher­ 
man 
weary 
of 
the 
woods. 
Combine poor eating with poor 
hunting nr fishing, and the 
outing is bound to be a disaster. 
Some hunters go out of their 
way just to find a good camp 
cook to take along to their 
private deer camp. For exam ­ 
ple, annually for many years a 
small 
restaurant 
owner 
in 
Michigan’s 
Upper 
Peninsula 
closed his business several days 
before the start of the whitetail 
deer season to open up shop in 
a deer camp. He never hunted, 
but the pay he received from 
'the hunters was more than he 
made running his cafe during 
that period. 
Fisherman are no different. 
One novice angler, who was an 
artist behind 'the stove, found 
himself constantly being, invited, 
to fish with seasoned veterans 
expenses-paid on outings as far 


as Canada, provided he did the 
cooking. 
The 
average 
hunter 
or 
fisherm an can not afford to 
hire a full tim e cook, when he 
takes to the woods. However, 
there are ways he can improve 
his diet with a minimal amount 
of effort. 
Many 
outdoorsm en 
have 
heard tales of cooks who can 
'perform miracles, using sour­ 
dough, but few realize how easy 
it is to get started with this 
basic technique. However, it 
would be advisable for 
the 
prospective outdoor cook to try 
the recipe on a home stove 
before graduating to a on-the- 
trail cooking. 
Sourdough can be used for 
making biscuits, bread, flap­ 
jacks 
and 
dozens 
of 
other 
recipes. 
To m ake sourdough, the cook 
m ust begin with a. '“sta rte r.” 
The sta rte r basically consists of 
flour and water, but every 
sourdough cook has his own 
preference in recipes. 
A simple sourdough starter 
can be m ade by mixing two 
cups of flour with a. package of 
dry yeast and enough lu k e­ 
warm water to make a thick 


batter. After the batter has 
been stirred just enough to 
break up the lumps, it should 
be left in a warm place for at 
least, 2.4 hours. Other sourdough 
recipes m ay call for milk or 
other ingredients. 
The starter should be made 
in a crock or glass container, 
never a metal one, and should 
be scalded to inhibit the growth 
of bacteria. Often, the novice 
can tell when the starter is 
completed by the yeasty smell 
which fills the room. 
The starter can be frozen 
indefinitely 
or 
kept 
in 
a 
refrigerator, 
but 
should 
be 
taken out several hours before 
it is used. 
After removing the sourdough 
needed for a recipe, ingredients 
should be added back in the 
starter pot to insure a constant 
supply. 


Sourdough 
experts 
advise 
novices to avoid mixing the 
batter too much, as it allows 
the gases to escape. Also, more 
heat should be used than in 
normal baking, and the sour­ 
dough batter m ust always be at 
room tem perature before it is 
used.
